Monaghan opposes

The Monaghan Township Board of Supervisors wcnl on record at 
tliar February 5 meeting as formally opposing the rc/oning efforts of 
Upper Allen Township Upper Allen is seeking to create an Industrial 
zone on the banks of the Yellow Breeches, seeking to permit in that 
zone and also a new zone, called Conservation, sewage treatment 
plants 

The action was prompted by the Upper Allen Commissioner's non¬ 
response to a letter forwarded to them by Monaghan Township's 
Sccrctary/Managcr Gregory Spears, asking them to allow Monaghan 
officials to talk to them and give input as to the impact and feelings of 
Monaghan township on the proposed rezomng 

Having received no response, Spears followed up on the request by 
contacting Upper Allen's Assistant Township Manager, David Wnmcr 
Spears staled that Winner informed him Upper Allen had no problem 
with receiving comments and explained that the proposed zoning 
changes were for a tract of land to be zoned Conservation from the edge 
of Upper Allen back toward Messiah College and an area in Messiah 
College; and also the Grantham Woods area to be zoned Institutional 
Winner informed Spears that the Institutional zoning was to contain 
growth in the area. 

Resident G Thomas Miller told Spears that he had been 
misinformed by Wnmcr and that Upper Allen was taking an area that 
was zoned Agricultural and five-acre Residential and making it 
Institutional by a zoning ordinance amendment, which is the very thing 
residents of the area have been fighting since 1985 or 1986. 

In further discussion, Supervisor Lloyd Pcrsun staled that there 
were really two (2) zones in question. One zone is a narrow strip 
between McCormick and Arcona Roads along the Upper Allen side of 
the Yellow Breeches They propose to permit a sewage treatment plant 
as a matter of right in that zone even though it is zoned Conservation. 

He also noted that downstream from where the proposed sewage 
irtamicni would durpp e//luem into the yellow Breeches, the 
Mcchanicsburg Water Company draws water route of the Yellow 
Biccchcs to service Upper Allen and Mcchanicsburg 

The second zone in question is the proposed Institutional Zone 
which is a much larger tract of land up stream from the first Contrary 
to the Upper Allen Assistant Township Managers comments to 
Monaghan's Sccrctary/Managcr Spears, Supervisor Pcrsun stated that 
Institutional zoning would encourage commercial development and 
construction. Instututional zoning could permit shopping stores, 
professional offices, public buildings, restaurants, cluster developments, 
retirement villages and sanitary facilities, all of which arc reasonably 
high density. Pcrsun stated, "It docs not make sense to me to permit any 
kind of density in a watershed area, on a stream a portion of which is 
recognized as one of the world's choice fly fishing areas " 

The proposed rezoning would greatly impact Monaghan Township 
in that the Yellow Breeches Creek divides the two (2) townships in 
certain areas with Monaghan and Upper Allen controlling opposing 
banks. 

Another concern residents have is for the proposed Grantham 
Woods development which is to be located in the Industrial zone and 
which is also the biggest institution of it's type between here and 
Philadelphia Even though it is to be located in Upper Allen, it would 
border on Monaghan and inevitably put rigorous demands on the 
township roads and possibly lead to additional sewage treatment plants 

Monaghan Township’s Board of Supervisors unanimously voted to 
oppose the new zoning and directed Secrctary/Mgr. Spears to forward 
another letter to the Upper Allen Commissioners requesting that they 
take Monaghan township's position on this matter into consideration 
prior to the February 15th final vole on the issue.
